The  anchor  cross,  as  an  early 
religious  symbol,  has  a  universal 
identity  and  meaning.  From  early 
times,  the  anchor  and  crosspiece 
carried  messages  of  steadfastness 
and  hope  for  those  at  sea.  These 
were  incorporated  into  the  logo  of 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  in 
the  mid-20th  century.  With  the 
merger  of  Rush  Medical  College  and 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  in  1969,  a 
stylized  version  of  the  anchor  was 
developed  to  remind  us  of  our 
lasting  values,  dating  back  to  our 
charter  granted  in  1837.  As  a 
whole,  the  Rush  seal  symbolizes  a 
new  concept  of  medical  care  and 
service  for  our  community,  and  the 
same  steadfastness  and  hope  that 
we  will  carry  throughout  our  medical 
careers. 

In  2003,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Medical  Center  approved  the 
change  of  the  institution's  name  to 
Rush  University  Medical  Center. 
The  inclusion  of  the  word  university 
is  meant  to  underscore  our  role  and 
importance  as  an  academic  medical 
center. 


Benjamin  Rush  (1745-1813) 
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Benjamin  Rush  was  born  in  December  of  1745  in  Byberry, 
Pennsylvania.  He  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  the  College  of  New 
Jersey  (later  called  Princeton)  at  the  age  of  fifteen  and  an  M.D.  from  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  at  seventeen.  At  the  age  of  twenty-three,  he 
became  America's  first  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  College  of 
Philadelphia.  He  later  became  the  Professor  of  medical  theory  and 
clinical  practice  at  the  consolidated  University  of  Pennsylvania.  All 
told,  he  taught  more  than  three  thousand  medical  students,  who 
carried  his  influence  to  every  corner  of  the  growing  nation. 


Doctor  Rush  was  a  social  activist  as  well  as  an  educator.  He  was  a  prominent  advocate  for 
the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  for  scientific  education  for  the  masses,  including  women.  He 
published  a  pamphlet  on  the  iniquity  of  the  slave  trade,  and  helped  organize  the 
Pennsylvania  Society  for  Promoting  the  Abolition  of  Slavery  and  the  Relief  of  Free  Negroes 
Unlawfully  Held  in  Bondage,  the  first  antislavery  society  in  America.  Rush  also  believed  in 
the  need  for  public  medical  clinics  and  founded  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 


Through  his  travels  and 
humanitarian  endeavors,  Rush 
became  acquainted  with 
revolutionary  thinkers  such  as 
Ben  Franklin  and  Samuel 
Johnson.  He  contributed  essays 
to  the  papers  about  the  Patriot 
cause  and  joined  the  American 
Philosophical  Society.  He  was 
active  in  the  Sons  of  Liberty  in 
Philadelphia  and  in  1776,  he  was 
appointed  to  represent 
Philadelphia  at  the  Continental 
Congress.  He  was  the  only 
formally  trained  physician  to 
sign  the  Declaration  of 
Independence. 


His  greatest  contributions  to  medical  science  were 
the  reforms  he  instituted  in  the  care  of  the  mentally 
ill  during  his  thirty  years  as  a  senior  physician  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  Carl 
Binger,  "he  took  on  heroic  stature,"  substituting 
kindness  and  compassion  for  cruelty,  and  replacing 
routine  reliance  on  archaic  procedures  by  careful 
clinical  observation  and  study.  In  1812,  he  published 
Medical  Inquiries  and  Observations  upon  the  Diseases  of 
the  Mind,  the  first  textbook  on  psychiatry  in  America. 
The  American  Psychiatric  Association  placed  a 
bronze  plaque  at  his  grave  in  Philadelphia  in  1965, 
designating  him  the  "Father  of  American 
Psychiatry." 


In  1837  some  of  Rush's  former 
students  founded  a  medical  college  in 
Chicago,  which  they  named  for  him. 
It  was  the  first  school  of  any  kind 
chartered  by  Illinois  and  the  first 
health  care  institution  in  Chicago. 
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To  the  Class  of  2004, 

You  will  each  teach  your  patients,  their  loved  ones,  and  perhaps  students  and  trainees.  You 
will  each  comfort  people  at  a  very  difficult  time  in  their  lives.  You  will  each  prevent  disease 
from  occurring.  You  will  each  provide  treatment  that  fundamentally  alters  the  natural  course 
of  an  illness  extending  the  person's  life,  decreasing  their  pain,  and  curing  them.  You  will 
each  save  lives. 

We  talked  on  your  very  first  day  of  school.  If  I  had  said  these  things  then,  you  would  have 
been  at  least  somewhat  uncertain  and  uneasy.  Now  you  know  them  to  be  true.  You  have 
been  well  trained  and  have  obtained  and  maintained  the  critical  skills  necessary  to  be  a 
practicing  physician.  You  also  know  that  the  so-called  "art"  of  medicine  is  a  combination  of 
experience  which  will  take  years  to  attain  and  humanity  which  you  had  on  your  very  first  day 
of  your  training. 

All  of  us,  your  faculty,  are  immensely  proud  of  you.  You  will  accomplish  great  things.

I  swear  by  Apollo  Physician,  Aesculapius,  Hygieia  and  Panaceia  and  all  that  I  hold  most  sacred,  to  fulfill,  to  the  best  my  ability  and 
judgment,  this  covenant: 


I  will  respect  the  hard-won  scientific  gains  of  those  physicians  in  whose  steps  I  walk,  and  gladly  share  such  knowledge  as  is  mine 
with  those  who  are  to  follow. 


I  will  apply,  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick,  all  measures  which  are  required. 

I  will  remember  that  there  is  art  to  medicine  as  well  as  science,  and  that  warmth,  sympathy,  and  understanding  may  outweigh  the 
surgeon's  knife  or  the  chemist's  drug. 

I  will  not  be  ashamed  to  say  "I  know  not,"  nor  will  I  fail  to  call  in  my  colleagues  when  the  skills  of  another  are  needed  for  a 
patient's  recovery. 

I  will  respect  the  privacy  of  my  patients,  for  their  problems  are  not  disclosed  to  me  that  the  world  may  know.  Most  especially  must 
I  tread  with  care  in  matters  of  life  and  death.  If  it  is  given  me  to  save  a  life,  all  thanks.  But  it  may  also  be  within  my  power  to  take  a 
life;  this  awesome  responsibility  must  be  faced  with  great  humbleness  and  awareness  of  my  own  frailty. 

I  will  remember  that  I  do  not  treat  a  fever,  chart  a  cancerous  growth,  but  a  sick  human  being,  whose  illness  may  affect  the  person's 
family  and  economic  stability.  My  responsibility  includes  these  related  problems,  if  I  am  to  care  adequately  for  the  sick. 

I  will  prevent  disease  whenever  I  can,  for  prevention  is  preferable  to  cure. 

I  will  remember  that  I  remain  a  member  of  society,  with  special  obligations  to  all  my  fellow  human  beings,  those  sound  of  mind  and 
body  as  well  as  the  infirm. 

If  I  do  not  violate  this  oath,  may  I  enjoy  life  and  art,  respected  while  I  live  and  remembered  with  affection  thereafter.  May  I  always 
act  so  as  to  preserve  the  finest  traditions  of  my  calling  and  may  I  long  experience  the  joy  of  healing  those  who  seek  my  help.
